Assemblyman Bishop Address­ 
ed Club on Legislation and 
Law Making 


The program given at the meeting 
of the Woman's Civics Club Saturday 
afternoon at the city hall, was one 
of unusual interest. There being no 
special business, the entire time of 
the session was given to the speaker 
of the afternoon, Hon. Clyde Bishop, 
who gave, in his usual fluent and elo­ 
quent manner, a very comprehensive 
talk on the work of Legislation and 
how laws are framed and enacted. 
At the close of Ihe address Mr. Bish­ 
op answered several questions rela­ 
tive to government and civic mat­ 
ters. 
In dealing with the subject of leg­ 
islation, the discussion 
was opened 
with an explanation of the legal un­ 
derstanding of what legislation con­ 
sisted of, and Mr. Bishop compared 
the legal understanding with the gen­ 
eral popular understanding 
of 
the 
word and of the effect of legislation. 
This was followed by a general his­ 
tory of the State constitution 
and 
also of the Federal constitution, 
the 
speaker pointing out the difference 
between the two in&tm-ments, show­ 
ing that the Federal constitution is 
a grant of power, the Slate constitu­ 
tion a reservation of power. He com­ 
pared the authority exercised by the 
Federal Congress with the authority 
exercised by the St:<*r 
Legislature, 
and the method of action by the two 
bodies. 
He touched on the 
three 
depart­ 
ments 
of 
the 
State 
government., 
pointing 
out 
the 
relation 
of one 
to the other, explaining the 
scope 
and authority of each department. He 
also dealt with the legislative power 
now vested in the people by virtue 
of the

of the election of its members and 
the number thereof; also the method
